Leon G. Halden, professor of 
government, of the University of 
Houston, has stated that social ob-

To extend and perfect means of

To secure better housing and 
J sanitation. 
To provide for the afflicted and 
defective in both body and mind.

To increase reformatory agencies, 
and to improve penal methods. 
To combat the crime wave. 
To secure higher standards of 
public serv ice, and a higher sense 
of loyalty to our country. 
Coming bark to our first point: | 
education. We must give particu­ 
lar attention to the education and 
training:, and especially to the 
understanding, of youth. It 1< fool­ 
ish to let thousands of children 
and young men and women run 
wild without schooling and with­ 
out hope of jobs and then expert 
them to turn a deaf ear to fanati­ 
cal hates held out hy Nazis, and 
Faacists. and the world revolution 
of the Communists; *o because an 
enlightened citizenry is the hed- 
rock upon which our democratic 
society rests, universal education 
must receive thoughtful and gen­ 
erous consideration at the hands 
of women. 
A familiar weapon of the dictator 
in his ambition for world power 
is the fact that democracies are often 
weak, unwieldly and lack definite 
decision in critical times One of 
the most notable examples of the 
attitude of the Nazi party is a state­ 
ment in the book The Revolution 
of Nihilism" by Hermann Rauschnig. 
in which Hitler was quoted as fol­ 
lows:

But of equal importance with 
education in fulfilling woman's 
social obligations is the guaran­ 
tee to every man, woman, and 
child of a clean and sanitary place 
in w hich to live. The vast hous­ 
ing program about which we hear 
so much is not pure charity, for 
crime, disease, and a high death 
rate are the result, largely, of 
poor housing conditions. Often 
til ese conditions cost citizens more 
money than the community pays 
in taxes. Slums are hotbeds of 
crime. With women working for 
reduction of crime, slum areas 
would he cleaned up. our crime 
bill rut in half, and more money 
could he spent for playgrounds, 
schools, libraries, and museums. 
Rut in this list of women’s so­ 
cial obligations, we must not forget 
woman's primary obligation: that 
is. creating homes of character. Just 
as water cannot rise above its source 
so no nation can rise above the

The departm ent said federal dis­ 
trict authorities, w ho supervise the 
beautiful waterw ays, had granted 
a petition prohibiting future use of 
th e Flow er—and threelined canals 
by pow er launches. 
Not only was the gas and oil 
from the

plant life along the canal, but the 
launches w ere spoiling the "típico'* 
quality of Xochimilco which has 
endeared it to tourists and Mexicans 
alike. Only gondolalike craft, pro­ 
pelled by hand, will be perm itted 
in the canals hereafter.

Operate At Low Cost 
Sm all-scale irrigation from the 
Rio G rande in S tarr County is not 
new but it is being developed all 
over again on the basis of in­ 
stallation of m odern equipm ent 
w hich will operate at low* cost. 
W ithin 100 feet of the m qjor and 
pum p installation of the Fronton 
association lies an old brick sum p 
and a rusty steam engine which 
started pum ping irrigation w ater 
from the river in 1910. A huge 
brick 
and 
concrete 
foundation 
next to the engine accom m odated 
a large steam, boiler to pow er the 
engine. Irrigation bv this m ethod 
was so successful that m ore and. 
m ore land around the plant was 
cleared. 
As the 
cultivated 
ac­ 
reage was steadily extended and 
the brush cleared away, a wood 
supply for fuel purposes becam e 
a m ajor problem 
Finally, it be­ 
came necessary to haul wood from, 
such a distance that the plant was

Air Raid Shelter Hit, 
Many Jarred 


LONDON 
— (Sunday) — 
London lay under intermittent Ger­ 
man air siege early Sunday. 
Nazi warplanes struck tw re be­ 
fore 10' p.m. Saturday and tgain be­ 
fore and after midnight to the ac­ 
companiment of blazing anti-air­ 
craft fire in central London. 
One big bomb smashed several 
shops and jarred an underground 
public shelter in which hundreds 
of persons uere sleeping. 
Several Are Killed 
Bombs also were hurled in. east 
and north London, in Surrey and 
on the northwest coast. Tae press 
association reported several persons 
were killed in a northwest town 
For London it was the láth 
consecutive all-night assault, re­ 
newed with fresh vigor after a 
day of isolated action during 
which two major daylight thrusts 
at the capital were beaten off. one 
by coastal anti-aircraft and th- 
other by British fighter planes 
which turned back a wave of Si1 
Messerschmitt fighter - bombers 
over the southeast coast. 
Edwin Stout, an Associated Press 
staff man having a late dinner in a 
restaurant, telephoned his off’ce at 
9:30 p.m. that proceedings had been 
interrupted by a bomb blast which 
blew a shattered window- across the 
table. The glass, he said, was ankle 
deep when he walked out. 
Two Early Warnings 
Saturday night there were two 
warnings before midnight, and the 
second was followed by the inter­ 
mittent rumble of bombs and the 
high cough of anti-aircraft fire, 
with lulls of several minutes in be­ 
tween. 
It appeared that the raiders, fly­ 
ing in small groups, first attacked 
western, southwestern and south­ 
ern suburbs and later penetrated 
to the central area. 
Up to evening the London sir­ 
ens had screamed but once, and 
that for a brief raid. Bombs tell 
in east London and it was offici­ 
ally announced that there were 
‘‘some casualties.” An “industrial 
building"’ was hit. 
Most of the day s damage, how­ 
ever. appeared to have occurred in 
southeast England. At least two 
towns in that area were bombed 
and the fragments of Nazi explos­ 
ives fell over several districts. 
The major, and unsuccessful, day­ 
time German attack was launched 
over Kent, through a heavy mist 
and rain, by squadrons of war­ 
planes. They met a British anti­ 
aircraft barrage, said British ac­ 
counts, faltered, first in the fury 
of the ground fire and then plane 
after plane fell au-ay in retreat

must receive thoughtful and gen-

is, creating homes of character. Just 
as water cannot rise above its source 
so no nation can rise 'above the 
standards of its home life. A noble

We must be vitally concerned

icult the task of British fighters 
arising to hunt the enemy on high. 


May Quit Invasion 


The clutch of winter—this year 


with portents of unusual severity in 
.•estcrn Europe—well may force a 
fazi abandonment of invasion plans 
ntil next spring. It also may pro- 
vide London and all of England 
with brief moments of respite from 
air attack whenever a storrn inter- 
venes to ground attackers and de- 
fenders nlike for its duration.

Seven-Years Of Hard Work Climaxed This Week As 


Water Flows Through Starr County's New Canals 


14 .Latin Americans, 


FSA-Financed, 
. Get Water 


By BRAD SMITH 


RIO GRANDE CITY—Water be- 


gan flowing this week through 
the main canals and laterals of 
Star County's newest and largest 
Irrigation 
project, 
symbolizing 


both the steady progress of the 
county's agricultural development 
and climaxing seven years of hard 
work on the part of Starr County 
farmers who were anxious to 
help themselves and officials of 
the Texas Extension Service of 
Texas A, & M. College who were 
anxious to help the farmers help 
themselves. 


Financed by FSA 


The new Fronton Irrigation As- 


sociation, financed by the Farm 
Security Association, is composed 
of 
14 Latin-American farmers, 


many of whose families have lived 
on the banks of the muddy but 
rich Rio Grande for generations. 
They have farmed these same 
family acres during those gene- 
rations, but only in a very limited 
way have they attempted to take 
advantage of the life-giving waters 
of the 
international, 
boundary 


stream when applied to the rich 
river-bank soil. This group of 
farmers borrowed 57,400 from the 
FSA with which to purchase a 
modern Diesel motor and a large 
centrifugal pump. They joined in 
building .their own main canal 
through 800 acres of rich land 
which needed .only an ample water 
supply to take it out of the brush 
and put it into flowing cultiva- 
tion. A total of 1,800 acres of land 
are included in the holdings of 
the association's members, 
but 


present facilities will adequately 
provide water for 800 acres. 


Pay Per Acre 


Each farmer will pay a flat 


charge per acre for the privilege 
of using water pumped by the new 
equipment, and this money will be 
used to pay maintenance costs 
and to fund the debt. The associa- 
tion will have very little operat- 
ing expense. 
The effiency of proper irriga- 


tion in Starr County has been 
proven already 
by demonstra- 


tion plots, according to County 
Agriclutural Agent Chas King. 
Three riverfront farms were se- 
lected as test plots for cotton. 
Farms under irrigation yielded an 
average of 152 pounds of lint cot- 
ton per acre, while the remaining 
cotton acreage, all dry land, in 
Starr County, produced an aver- 
age of only 37 pounds of lint cot- 
ton per acre. One 212-acre irri- 
gated farm produced 312 bales of 
cotton, while 5,000 acres of un- 
irrigated cotton land immediately 
surrounding it produced a total of 
256 bales. 
Operate At Low Cost 


Small-scale irrigation from the 


Rio Grande in Starr County is not 
new but it is being developed all 
over again on the basis of 
in- 


stallation of modern equipment 
which will operate at low cost. 
Within 100 feet of the motor ana 
pump installation of the Fronton 
association lies an old brick sump 
and a rusty steam engine which 
started pumping irrigation water 
from the river in 1910. A huge 
brick and concrete foundation 
next to the engine accommodated 
a large steam boiler to power the 
engine. Irrigation by this method 
was so successful that more and 
more land around the plant was 
cleared.

Miracle Is Blooming 


The coming of irrigation water 


to the rich lands of Starr Coun- 
ty is beginning to perform the 
same near-mirale it has been per- 
forming for years in the more ex- 
tensively developed counties of 
Hidalgo and Cameron, bordering 
the Rio Grande 'oelc.w Starr Coun- 
ty. From the two staple crops 
of cotton and corn, Starr Cairnly 
farmers now have the moans of

the same errors committed by Hi- 
dalgo farmers during the past 20 
years of that county's develop- 
ment. 


Farmers Co-Operate 


King pointed to a number of 


accomplishments during the past 
year as being indicative of the 
willingness of. Start- farmers to 
make use of new methods of ag- 
ricultural development and pro- 
duction. In 1935, there was only 
one trench 
silo in the entire 


county. Today, there are nearly 
400. with a large number of others 
being planned as additional farm- 
ers join in the Bounty-wide farm 
improvement program. Last year 
only 291 such silos jtored more 
than 10,000 tons of 'livestock feed. 


Using this feed in'the beef cat- 


tle program started during ir>e 
past few years, 24 Starr farmers 
last year fed out 1,580 huad of 
calves at a cost of $51.062 r.nd in- 
creased their value thereby, to 
$71,250. Futhering the beef cattle 
industry, a total of 21.191 acres 
last year was given over to pasture 
improvement and demonstration 
projects. While there is now only 
one commercial dairy 
in 
the 


county, accurate figures ars be- 
ing kept on this dairy improve- 
ment project, where 212 head of 
fine dairy cattle are being pas- 
tured on 6,512 acres of land. 


Land Is Improved 


Land improvement is also be- 


ing given careful 
attention by 


Starr County farmers, who last 
year terraced 1.356 acres of land 
and who used spreader dams to 
spread water over 4,516 acres of 
their farms. 


Considering the fact that exten- 


sion service work began in De- 
cember, 1933, almost exactly sev- 
en years ago. it can be said truth- 
fully that Starr County fanners 
have decided that careful atten- 
tion to thoir business can and 
will pay important profits. 


Probably the outstanding ex- 


ample of profit-making,' accord- 
ing to King, was the achievement 
of 
Abel 
Sanchez, Jr., of Rio 


Grande 
City. 
Young Sanchez 


bought a 225-pound Braford (cross 
between a Brahma and Hereford) 
calf for a feeding-out demonstra- 
tion. Within ten months, the calf 
weighed 1.113 pounds, a gain of 


Starr County Agricultural Agent Chas. A. King, Jr., 
leader in the Starr County farm improvement program 
sponsored by the county agricultural committee, is pic- 
tured at the site of the new irrigation machinery.

had been burned awny with a 
small burner made for this par- 
ticular purpose. At a ridiculously

Insuperable barriers to flight, as 
attested by the remarkable ac- 
curacy and safety with which our 
own American airlines now navi- 
gate In winter weather without a 
glimpse of the earth. 
We must assume that "blind fly- 


ing"—radio 
navigation —• will 
be 


Drought into play as soon as weather 
conditions demand it. 


In one essential respect the Bril- 


sh will have a wide mai-gin of ad- 
/antage. 
Meteorological 
statistics 


show that Germany, and the conti- 
nent 
generally, have more clear 


days in the autumn-winter months 
,han England. 


This means that there will be 


many days when the British airmen 
can take off in the shielding ob- 
scurity of fogs at home, drop their 
load of bombs on visible targets, 
and return home. 


Weather as such, therefore,'favor 


the British. 


Rut it bombing; by radio navi- 


gation comes Into play, the Ger- 
mans decidedly will have the up- 
per hand.

coasts, the Royal Air Force would

distance between English 


bases and Berlin 1* roughly eight 
times as great as the distance be- 
.tween German coastal bases and 
London. 


The German advantage is, there-

At the moment of releasing bombs.

earings over Berlin, simply because 
ie German radio beacons are eight 
imes closer to their target. 


Radio Beams Explained

of loyalty to our country. 


Coming back to our first point: 


education. We must give particu- 
lar attention to the education and 
training, and especially to the 
understanding, of youth. It Is fool- 
ish to let thousand* of children 
and young men and women run 
wild without schooling and with- 
out hope of jobs and then expect 
them to turn a deaf ear to fanati- 
cal hates held out by Nazis, and 
Fanclsts, and the world revolution 
of the Communists; io because an 
enlightened citlr.enry Is the bed- 
rock upon which our democratic 
society rests, universal education 
must receive thoughtful and gen- 
erous consideration at the hands 
of women. 


so no nation can rise above the 
standards of its home life. A noble 
nation of ignoble household is im- 
possible. 


Economic Obligations 


But, coming to the economic ob- 


ligations of women. In the past 
century and a half, the work which 
was woman's contribution to so- 
ciety and which was done inside the 
home, has been drained by indus- 
trial society into the steam laun- 
dries, the public schools, the fac- 
tories, homes for the aged, and hos- 
pitals. It is interesting to note, ac- 
cording to Dorothy Canfield Fisher, 
that in leaving the home, women 
have, largely, sought out that work 
which they ..have always done: that 
is, nursing, teaching, work in can- 
ning 
factories, / garment-making, 


establishments, and personal serv- 
ice in shops and offices. 
Modern 


woman's work may look like some- 
thing newfangled, but it is literally 
'x-actiy what it has always been. 
But that, surface aspect of newness 
makes possible a variety o£ attacks. 


A familiar weapon of the dictator 


in his ambition for v.-nrld power 
is the fact that democracies are often 
weak, unwieldly and lack definite 
decision in critical times. One of 
the most notable examples of the 
attitude of the Nazi party is a state- 
ment in the book "The Revolution 
of Nihilism" by Hermann Rauschnig, 
in which Hitler was quoted as fol- 
lows: 


Democratic Weaknessei 


"There were no convictions In 


democracies, real 
convictions for 


which men would stake their ex- 
istence'. That was the point at whirh 
to work. Fear or the hope of gain 
would sooner or later bring capitula- 
tion. There were plenty of men to be 
found in any country to launch 
ftny particular movement. Once e 
beginning had been made, each 
country would look afier itself." 


Now as never 
before women 


j The 
most obvious attack is 
the 


contention that modern women must 
be expelled from modern work and 
sent back to do their eld work in 
the home. The idea of retiring mar- 
ried women from active work in or- 
der to make more jobs for those 
who need work is pure pretense, 
or the effort would be made to re- 
tire from active work anyone—man 
or woman—with incomo enough to 
live without a job. So part of modern 
woman's obligation is to fight tn 
preserve her right to-shsre economic 
responsibility, 


Another important field of .en- 


deavor for women in discharging 
their economic obligation is that 
of ensuring security—security of 
home, of livelihood, and of old 
age. A first step in tliis direction 
was taken in the passage of the 
Federal Security Act which merits 
everybody's understanding and co- 
operation. Its provisions for un- 
employment compensation, old age 
aid, and services to 
children, 


mothers, and the handicapped ap- 
' peal to all who want to see som* 


We must be vitally concerns 


about the propaganda, organizations 
and campaigns of these various ism 
boring into our country and vital!) 
affecting our form of government 
Generally, liberty is lost by degrees 
especially through indifferent, com 
placent people. Once lost it is hard 
to regain. It, therefore, behoove; 
us as women to safeguard our lib 
crlies and to fight every effort to 
alter our fundamental guarantees of 
liberty. 


You must learn to participate 


more fully, more intelligenlly in the 
complex problems of government 
if the people's right to "life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness" is to 
prevail. 
We must train ourselves 


to emergency thinking. Can we, for 
instance, see clearly enough to curb 
real "fifth column" perils without 
losing those civil rights that arc 
the basis of democracy? Shall we 
increase taxes to meet parlially 
Ihe costs of defence, or will we 
charge expenditures to future gen 
erations? Through these and thou- 
sands of other problems it is im- 
possible to blue-print a course; but 
in order to retain our rights we 
must accept our full share of re- 
sponsibility for defending them. 


But your political responsibil- 


ity is not limited to defending 
from outside attack and 
fifth 


column dangers; for, while much 
progress has been made In secur- 
ing equal rights for women, still 
the following list of inequalities 
has been compiled by the women's 
party: 
There is not a single state in the 


United States today where all laws 
apply equally to men and women. 


Married women in almost one- 


half of the stales are under legal 
disabilities limiting their power to 
contract or 1o carry on a business. 


In more than one-third of the 


stales the rights of mother's over 
their children are inferior to those 
of fathers in some respects. 


Inheritance laws in some states 


discriminate against women. 


No Property Protection 


About one-half of the states deny 


to married women the power over 
their property which is freely given 
to men as regards their property. 


Some of the states,give the earn 


ingg and services of married wome 
to their husbands. 


In two-thirds of the states of th 


Union, a double standard ol mora 
is sanctioned by law. 


In 27 slates women art barre 


from service as jurors. 


Some of the states still bar wome 


from public office and positions. 


Women are discriminated agains 


under certain citizenship, naturali 
zation, and immigration laws. 


Quite a few tutes have laws 


which 
handicap 
Wage-earning 


women and which prevent women 
from earning their livelihood on 
equal terma with men. 
That information should furnish 


a fertile field for future endeavo: 


But what have women been doing 


to meet these obligations? Twentv 
years ago women were given the 
/•ote. Some ihought it would ruin 
lh« country; others that it woulc 
remake our world on better lines 
Neither prediction has been fulfill 
ed. Women are not yet awake. We 
are like the little dog who found 
the little girl who got herself losted 


"My little dog, he lounded me 
And wagged his tail and whined 
Bui he can't lead me home, for he 
Was taught lo walk behind. 
And so I'se. crying yet, because 
I'se just as losted as I was." 


Still "Walking Behind"

must have written consent of their 
parents. 
Applicants must never 


have held a pilot's certificate of 
private flying or higher, and must 
never have been disqualified from 
participating in the CAA course.

Particularly the center of London,

don glowed with new bomb-lit fires 
as well as the embers of flames 
which have smouldered for days. 


German air attacks continued or) 


London throughout Saturday after- 
noon, informed sources said, with 
bombs of the heaviest caliber falling 
in the region ot the Thames elbow. 
Damage must have been "consider- 
able," these sources said. 


Besides 
the center of London. 


the communique reported, "war- 
essential supply industries south 
and east of London" nnd "airports 
and other "war-essential targets in 
south and central England" were at- 
tacked by smaller raiding squad- 
rons. 


One wave of British night raiders 


was stopped approaching Berlin, 
by way of the German Bight. DNB 
unid. and the other after penetrating 
western Germany as far as Han- 
over.

.RIO GRANDE CITY—Water be- 


gan flowing this week through 
the main canals and laterals of 
Star County's newest and largest 
irrigation 
project, 
symbolizing 


both the steady progress of the 
county's agricultural development 
and climaxing seven years of hard 
work on the part of Starr County 
farmers who were anxious to 
help themselves and officials of 
the Texas Extension Service of 
Texas A. & M. College who were 
anxious to help the farmers help 
themselves. 


Financed by FSA 


The new Fronton Irrigation As- 


sociation, financed by the Farm 
Security Association, is composed 
of 
14 Latin-American farmers, 


many of whose families have lived 
on the ba°nks of the muddy but 
rich Rio Grande for generations. 
They have "farmed these same 
family acres during those gene- 
rations, but only in a very limited 
way have they attempted to take 
advantage of the life-giving waters 
of the 
international 
boundary 


stream when applied to the rich 
river-bank soil. This group of 
farmers borrowed $7,400 from the 
FSA with which to purchase a 
modern Diesel motor and a large 
centrifugal pump. They joined in 
building their own main canal 
through 800 acres of rich land 
which needed only an ample water 
supply to take it out of the brush 
and put it into flowing cultiva- 
tion. A total o( 1,800 acres of land 
are included in the holdings of 
the association's members, but 
present facilities will adequately 
provide water for 800 acres. 


Pay Per Acre 


Each farmer will pay a flat 


charge per acre for the privilege 
of using water pumped by the new 
equipment, and this money will be 
used to pay maintenance costs 
and to fund the debt. The associa- 
tion will have very little operat- 
ing expense. 


The effiency of proper irriga- 


tion in Starr County has been 
proven 
already by demonstra- 


tion plots, according to County 
Agriclutural Agent Chas King. 
Three rjverfront farms were se- 
lected as test plots for cotton. 
Farms under irrigation yielded an 
average of 152 pounds of lint cot- 
ton per acre, while the remaining 
cotton acrenge, all dry la/id. in 
Starr County, produced an aver- 
age of only 37 pounds of lint cot- 
ton per acre. One 212-acre irri- 
gated farm produced 312 bales of 
cotton, while 5,000 acres of wn- 
irrigated cotton land immediately 
surrounding it produced a total of 
256 bales. 


Operate At Low Cost 


Small-scale irrigation from the 


Rio Grande in Starr County is not 
new but it is being developed all 
over again on the basis of in- 
stallation of modern equipment 
which will operate at low cost. 
Within 100 feet of the motor and 
pump installation of the Fronton 
association lies an old brick sump 
and a rusty steam engine which 
started pumping irrigation water 
from the river in 1910. A huge 
brick and concrete foundation 
next to the engine accommodated 
a large steam boiler to power the 
engine. Irrigation by this method 
was so successful that more and 
more land around the plant was 
cleared. As the cultivated ac- 
reage was steadily extended and 
the brush cleared away, a wood 
supply for fuel purposes became 
a major problem. Finally, it be- 
came necessary to haul wood from 
such a distance that the plant was 
abandoned as being too costly 
for practical use. 
The new Fronton project is 


the largest of several now taking 
irrigation water from 
the Rio 


Grande and is the third to be 
financed in the county by the 
FSA. The other FSA projects are 
the Dreamland, 200 acres being 
served with equipment purchased 
under an FSA loan for $5.000; anrt 
the Borras. 200 acres. S2.700 loan. 
Private projects include those of 
Ruben Guerra. 600 acres, and Ja- 
vier R-amirez. 200 acre?, bo'.h be- 
tween Roma and Rio Grande City; 
Aclan Garza, 75 acres; Bar-era

Insuperable barriers to flight, as 
attested by the remarkable ac- 
curacy and safety with which our 
own American airline* now navi* 
gate In winter weather without a 
glimpse of the earth. 
We must assume that "blind fly- 


ing"—radio 
navigation — will 
be 


brought into play as soon as weather 
conditions demand it. 


In one essential respect the Bri'_- 


sh will have a wide margin of ad- 
vantage. 
Meteorological 
statistics 


show that Germany, and the conti- 
nent generally, have more- clear 
days in the autumn-winter monlns 
than England. 


This means that there will be

It Is a safe guess that enough

To evade this hazard, the pilots

and equipment. Luckily tor the 
R.A.F., su the American aircraft 
built for them carry such equip- 
ment and are, therefore, automa- 
tically filling the gap.

Even our smallest pursuit* are 
adequately equipped and even- 
American military pilot can fly 
blind by instruments. 
This perspective of aerial warfar^ 


dependent on instruments provides 
the answer to those who advocate 
over-simplification of the American 
air force. It is true that unneces- 
sary gadgets must be eliminated, but 
there is no warrant for stripping 
our 
fighting planes of essential
